NINE WHITES WOUNDED 

IN ASSAULT ON NEGRO

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JUDGE DYER'S RETIREMENT 
- i; has just been announced that United Stales District Judge 
the Honorable David P. Dyer, has resigned from the bench of that 
high office. 

Judge Dyer was peculiarly fitted (or this honored position 
because of his love for justice and equity. He was a close student 
of human nature and never 'allowed [he whines and whims of the 
few or many to swerve him from administering justice. He wu 
broad in his conception, of right and wro/ig always going to the 
heart of things, invariably winning anyone who assumed to op- 
pose dis views. 

Judge Dyer has rendered this district and the nation a roost 
valuable service during hia twelve years on the bench. 

There comes a time in the course of human events, that all the 
people. of the natien are intereated in judicial decisions, and Judge 
Dyer was one in whom the people could look for 8 righteous Judg 
mem. 

Famom Stjtrtuutiori Caie. It is proper to mention here 
that it was Judge Dyer who Kitltd residential segregation in St. 
Louis. His sweeping decision in the St. Louis case bad its far- 
reaching effects throughout this country which was subsequently 
sustained by the I'. S. Supreme Court in a full session. ,i 

A few excerpts frcm bis decision in the segregati on case 
which show his real character: 

' Nine years ago I took an oath on this bench to administer 
justice to rich and poor alike. I have tried hard to live up 
to the obligation of thai oath." "I have heard alt this talk 
about intermarriage and miscegenation. I heard this same 
story fifty years ago. Arguments were then made for the 
purpose of scaring men out of their wits by aji appeal to 
their prejudice*. Theie arguments were made when the 
question of emancipation was up; it was the contention 
then that intermarriage between the races would follow. 
I did not believe it then and 1 don't believe it now. I 

"Negroes do not ask for social equality, whites do not 
ask for it Negroes only ask to have the same privileges 
as others have, the same rights under the law that others 
have. 

"The plaintiffs in this case are Negroes .bom in the 
United States; they are tax payers of this city, by virtue 
of which they are entitled under the Constitution to the 
same legal rights as any white, native born, or any foreign 
born naturalized citizen of the United 1 States. 

"I would not be doing my duty if 1 hesitated todeal 
out etj-ual justice to every one alike." i ru'JSI 

The people of this district still have a hope that when large 
humin questions com? up that demand) will be made upon Judge 
Dyer a? h; rail! upj-i Rilla Wells and compel him to- ait in the 
intereitof e^nit, aid justice.
